ical, or the triumphs, periodical, of 
partisan platforms. 
•'The three radical issues, on 

whose decision hangs the lutura of 
this Republic, are: First, the limit 
of National obligation to educate 
American youth tot American citi- 
zenship. Second, the correspond- 
Ing obligation to legislate foi the 
in iral development of the people, 
a- illustrate in the present move- 
ment for Congressional action con- 
cerning temperance, marriage, 
divorce, ete. Third, the attitude of 

ttic National Government towards 
the vast .and Involved demand for 
the readjustment of Inbor from the 
European to the American order of 
affairs. Including the entire ques- 
tions of taiiff, currency and the 
claims of schemes socialistic." 

Such momentous questions appeal 
daily to the teacher. Can he or 
she afford to ignore these questions 
of stupendous Import, or plead 
ignorance in the main?
